The flight bench seat with fold-down center armrest is standard on Granada 
and Ghia. Individually reclining bucket seats (available with 4-way manual 
adjustable driver's seat as a separate option, see pages 14-15) are standard on 
the ESS and available on other models as an option. 


In addition to the standard flight bench front seat (Granada, Ghia), two
